Hanover-square Rooms.—Mr. Templeton’s new Musical Entertain- 
ment, entitled “ The Beauties of Burns.”—Mr. Templeton gave a new 
entertainment at these rooms, last night, under the above title, with 
triumphant success. It is full of amusing anecdotes of this immortal poet, 
assisted by some of his best compositions, namely ‘ There was a lad was 
born in Kyle,” “ A rose-bud by my early walk,” ‘Song of Death,” 
“ Corn rigs are bonnie,” “Had I a cave,” “ O meikle thinks my luve 
o’ my beauty,” ““ Scots, wha hae wi’ Wallace bled,” “ Rattlin’ roarin’ 
Willie,” “ My Nannie, O!” “ The Birks of Aberfeldy,” ‘O Poortith 
Cauld,” “ Somebody,” “ Green grow the Rashes, O!” and “O Willie 
brew'd a peck o’ maut.” Mr. Templeton was in splendid voice, and 
gave the whole of these songs in such a charming manner, that he was 
loudly called upon to repeat them, which he did, and at the end of each 
was rapturously applauded; indeed we never heard him to so much ad- 
vantage as we did last night in these beautiful melodies, and the manner 
in which he told the anecdotes. At the conclusion of the entertainment 
he received much approbation from his delighted auditory. The enter. 
tainment will be repeated next Thursday. 

Society of British Musicians.—The second meeting of the second se- 
ries took place last night at Erat’s Rooms, Berner Street. The pro- 
gramme comprised Haydn's quartet in D minor, op. 76, played by 
Messrs. Dando and H. Wheatley, (violins), W. Cramer (tenor), and 
Cubitt (violoncello) ; Beethoven’s trio in B. flat, op. 97, for pianoforte, 
violin, and violoncello, excellently executed by Miss Davies (pupil of 
Mr. Neate), Messrs. Dando, and W.L. Phillips; and Mozart’s quartet 
inG op. 10, assigned to the four artists above named. Of compositions 
by the members of this society there was H. Graves’s clever quartet in 
A. for pianoforte, violin, tenor, and violoncello, performed by Messrs. 
C.E. Stephens, Dando, W. Cramer, and Cubitt. The vocalists were 
Mrs. John Roe, Mr. Newson, and Burdini. The two former are new 
and promising members of the profession. Burdini sung with much fire 
a scena by Mr. W.L. Phillips. The subject is Italian, and the com- 
position does infinite credit to the composer. Mr. Clinton was the direc- 
tor of these excellent schemes, where music is conscientiously executed 
by the artists and religiously listened to by the amateurs. 

Milan.—La Maria d Inghilterra, an opera written by Pacini, ex- 
pressly for the Theatre Carolina, at Palermo, where it obtained great 
success, has not proved so fortunate at La Scala. The Gazette Musicale 
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di Milan attempts to explain the reason of this, by pointing out the dif- 
ference in the size of the two principal theatres of Palermo and Milan. 
In the next place, the part of Mazia, originally written for Madame 
Marini, whose strong voice of mezzo soprano is gifted with remarkable 
energy, quite in keeping with the character of the part, was here allotted 
to the young Mademoiselle Moltini,’a true soprano, who failed in strength 
precisely in the notes in which Marini was triumphant. Mboltini is an 
agreeable actress ; her voice is pleasing, and her style graceful and most 
correct. The only artiste truly at home and efficient in his part was the 
tenor, Ivanoff, the same performer for whom it was written at Palermo.
